There are three positions on the use of these rules » 

Tbe Conservative position does not follow either of these 
statements as possible rulings . It is claimed that this point 
of view is derived from a strlce construction upon tbe Diplomacy 
rulebook. This way, some advantage is given to tbe player in a 
weak defensive position, wbo may engage in chess-like manuvers to 
save himself •on tbe board 1 . 

Tbe Middle of tbe Road position, followed by 'traditional 1 games- 
masters, Is possibly tbe result of strict construction upon tbe 
Diplomacy rulebook and tbe sample game reported at tbe end thereof • 
Tbl* ruling gives fewer possibilities to defenders of an area, 
forcing those weak on tbe board to turn to diplomatic measures 
sooner. 

Tbe liberal position (are all you students listening?) is to

2. In tbe 5-man games, tbe units of Germany and Italy stand in place 
and are annihilated when dislodged. These units may, of 

course, be supported In place by units of me 5 active powers. 

3. If a convoy chain is cut by dlslodgment of one of tbe fleets, 
tbe army to be convoyed stands in place. For purposes of cutting 
support, tbe convoyed army Is assumed to be attacking from tbe posJ* 
position ef tbe last fleet In tbe chain. 

4. In tbe 5-posltion mamoleonle games (not 19650), if an unsupported 
unit simultanlously la bounced out of an empty province 5 in an attack 
and is singly attacked in its province of origin, tbe unit is off 
the board, and both enemy attacks fall. Cbelker »s extension, where 
tbe attack of another of one's own units will cause annihilation, 
is not allowed. 

5. Dislodging a unit from tbe front not only cuts support, it 
also negates tbe ability to ^bounce, even under support.
